Report from Berlin — Plague and cholera in various countries. 

Berlin, Germany, December 6, 1901. 
Sir : I have the honor to transmit the following information, obtained 
from the imperial health office at Berlin : 

Plague. 

EussiA. — According to a report dated November 21, no further cases 
of plague have occurred in Odessa. 

Great Britain. — According to an official declaration dated November 
18, the last plague patient has been discharged as cured from the 
hospital in Glasgow. 

Egypt. — During the period between November 15 and November 22 
another case of plague with fatal result occurred in Ziftah. 

British India. — During the week ended November 1, 10,740 new 
plague cases and 7,693 deaths were registered in the Bombay Presidency,
